He refused absolutely to discuss the Democratic National convention or the statement of Thomas 


B. Love, national cemnxitteemaa from Texas, that he v.-ouid not refuse the presidential nomination if 
the convention tendered it- 


The newspaperman was stopped by a watchman who forbade entrance to the grounds, but he was 


induced to communicate with Mr. McAdoo. who appeared shortly after. 


"Xow. what is on your mind?" Mr. McAdoo asked. 
The caller explained that he desired to discuss the Democratic convention and 
the 
question of 


whether Mr. McAdoo would accept the nomination, whereupon he stated he would have nothing to say 
on these subjects for publication. The former secretary of the treasury said he had no means of com- 
munication -with the convention and that he preferred to "learn of its activities through the newspapers, 
like any other interested citizen." 


He declined the reporter's offer to keep him informed of convention developments, declaring he pre- 


ferred not to have the privacy of his home invaded.

KKFEREXDTJ3I DOES NOT WORK. 


One of the most important of re- 


cent decisions made by the supreme 
court, not even excepting those on the 
validity of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act. was rendered 
early this month, -when the highest 
judicial authority in the country rulec! 
so far as constitutional amendments 
are concerned that the referendum 
does not go—that they cannot be sub- 
mitted to the popular ^ote. 


"This is evidently good s«>r.se on the 
part of the court. The pov.er to rati- 
fy a Federal amendment is \ested by 
'the constitution itself in the state leg- 
islatures. The word "legislatures" as 
used in that document is construed to 
mean the recognized law-making body 
of the state; and the state Itself has 
no power to designate some other 
means of ratification. That it may be 
eaid to b« more important than the 
other decisions named .is because they 
referred to single amendments or laws 
only. The June decision fixes definite- 
ly the mod* of ratification of any 
amendments which, may hereafter ..be 
made- 


-The relative powers of state and na- 


tion have long been subject for de- 
bate, but here Is a decision on which 
all must agree- When there is.con- 
flict between stats and federal con- 
stitutions, the federal must govern.
